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Building World Security 


(Delivered at Bible Training School and College during National Education Week.) 


The picture of the march of man- 
kind across the preceding centuries is 
an interesting panorama. It is in- 
triguing beyond descrip- 
tion. Man is seen grap- 
pling with the forces of 
nature and fighting off 
the scourge of ravaging 
disease. We see him suf- 
fering intensely, but 
fighting on courageously. 
Even when all odds have 
appeared to be against 
him, man has not only 
survived, but he has 
usually subdued the 

0 forces that threatened 
him. He has built for 
tA himself a fairly stable 

Ww and secure way of life. 
6 { Man’s fight with dis- 

ease has been a running, 
but winning, battle. Such scourges as 
yellow fever, malaria, typhoid, and 
smallpox have almost overwhelmed 
him. But one by one he has met these 
killers, conquered them, and almost 
vanquished some of them from the 
face of the earth. In the fields of 
invention and industrialism he has 
run the whole gamut from the stone 
age to what we are now calling the 
atomic age. 

But in all of man’s vaunted success, 
he has not yet learned one important 
lesson: he has not learned to control 
himself; he has yet to learn how to 
follow peace with all men. Hence there 
still remains one great scourge, one 
great enemy—in fact the greatest 
enemy—of civilization, to be driven 
from the earth. That enemy is war. 

Nations have not yet demonstrated 
that they know how to build a world 
of security in which man can enjoy 
the gains of his long struggle against 
the forces of nature, nor the fruits of 
his scientific discoveries. Our present 
knowledge of bacteriology, chemistry, 
and nuclear fission should promise to 





. mankind a golden age. It should ele- 


vate us to the most optimistic assur- 
ance of the future. But instead, the 
existence of our civilization is threat- 
ened by our scientific knowledge. Be- 
cause we have failed to develop moral- 
ly and spiritually as we have developed 
our physical sciences, our greatest

thinkers today are caught in the 
throes of pessimism. 

One of the most challenging books 
I have read in recent months is The 
Predicament of Modern Man, by Prof. 
Elton Trueblood. Prof. Trueblood deals 
with our present predicament ina 
most thoughtful manner. He calls at- 
tention to our naive and savage state 
morally and _ spiritually, while our 
science has developed apace. 

We stand now on the threshold of an 
atomic age. In recognition of this fact, 
the American Educational Association 
has chosen as a general theme for 
this week “Education for the Atomic 
Age.” But while we are bounded by an 
atomic age before us, with its mixed 
promises of potential prosperity and 
annihilation, we look back over six 
years of carnage and bloodshed. We 
see behind us the supreme blunder of 
men and nations: our world’s most 
disasterous and tragic war. The guns 
have now ceased firing, but we are left 
with an enormous waste and devasta- 
tion. Millions of men are broken be- 
yond repair in body and _ in spirit. 
Millions of families the world around 
have heard the news they dreaded 
most to hear. Their loved ones will 
never return to them. These are sob- 
ering facts. They are facts that ought 
to provoke intelligent thinking. 

Twenty-eight years ago, Monday, 
November 11, the world went mad 
with joy. The “war to end wars” had 
ended. But as soon as the fighting 
ended we settled down again to our 
own selfishness and greed. We made 
no pretense at world cooperation. We 
did not try to establish any sort of 
economic justice, nor did we make any 
effort to provide food for earth’s 
starving millions. Instead, we con- 
tinued to pour oil on the fires of in- 
tolerance, class hatred, and racial dis- 
crimination. When a nation takes this 
course there can be only one result, 
and that is internal strife. When such 
a spirit dominates international rela- 
tions, nations are led to war. So again, 
in spite of our “war to end wars,” war 
came. 

Now the United Nations Organiza- 
tion proposes to establish a basis of 


international cooperation. Some such 
mutual understanding must be 
reached by the peoples of the earth if 
mankind is to survive. But an under- 
standing cannot be reached by a world 
population that does not see the is- 
sues before it. If the citizenry of the 
world is to see the basis on which 
world peace is to be built, that citi- 
zenry must be informed. This is the 
responsibility facing the world’s edu- 
cators. If men are to know, they must 
be taught. The gates of learning and 
education must be opened to them. 


Education does not propose to con- 
fine the thinking of men to some pre- 
determined channel of thought. It de- 
velops man’s ability to read, reason, 
and think for himself. Just here lies 
the essential difference between edu- 
cation and propaganda. Education 
gives to men the whole truth, and 
then encourages them to think for 
themselves. Propaganda gives only 
some of the facts, circumscribes their 
thinking, and leads them to predeter- 
mined conclusions and interpretations. 
The former makes men free; for the 
Master Himself has said, “Ye shall 
know the truth, and the truth shall 
make you free.” It leads to tolerance, 
justice, broadness, and understanding. 
The latter makes men slaves; it breeds 
intolerance, persecution, injustice, 
narrowness, and totalitarianism; and 
these lead men to war. We must have 
neither ignorance nor propaganda. 
Wherever they are nourished, fighting 
and wars are inevitable. 


Democracy can live only where men 
can read and think for themselves. 
When the people are ignorant, dema- 
gogues and dictators take over. Our 
forefathers were aware of this when 
they framed the constitution of this 
republic. The spirit of public education 
had taken hold of the early New Eng- 
land townships, and while there were 
no specific provisions made for the 
education of our children in the 
federal constitution, there is an im- 
plied obligation on the part of the 
states to educate them. 

“Eternal vigilance is the price of 
freedom”—vigilance by an enlightened 
and educated citizenry. And if we are 


‘to have world security, it must be 


achieved by an enlightened and edu-

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THE BOMB AND PEACE 


There is at least one scientist in 
the world who sees that there is no 
solution for the problems of the Atom 
bomb save in the abolition of war. 
He is Dr. Harold C. Urey, a Nobel 
prize-winning scientist, and was one 
of the chief contributors to the devel- 
opment of the deadly weapon. There 
is no military defence against the new 
weapon, he said, and none can be 
expected. “There is no solution of 
this problem except the abolition of 
war,” he said. That the distinguished 
scientist is right every one will ad- 
mit. It would be saying nothing more 
than the truth to state that no one 
wants war. The one question, as we 
have had occasion to point out again 
and again, is how to prevent it. 
There’s the rub. The world believes 
it has it in its power by legislation 
and social enactments to wiped war 
from the earth. The Christian with 
his Bible believes it is impossible to to 
so, and that war is a deep-rooted dis- 
ease that all the panaceas man may 
devise can never cure or eradicate 
from the human race. If man could 
abolish war, he would do what God 
Himself declares is impossible, and 
that is to rid himself of sin. The 
cause of all wars lies deep down in the 
human heart where man is alienated 
from God through a moral and svirit- 
ual perversion that no human remedy 
can adjust. No government, no force, 
no power that mankind can devise 
can right this wrong or make men 
what they should be if they are ever 
to live in peace, harmony and good 
will with each other. The funda- 
mental basis of peace is redemption. 
and until this is realized all talk of 
peace upon this earth is just so much 
wasted breath and the height of 
folly—The Evangelical Christian. 


IT IS LATER THAN WE THINK 


It should be sobering to us that to- 
day, nearly 2,000 years after Jesus 
broke bread for the multitudes near 
Galilee, more than half the people of 
the world are hungry, approximately 
one-half lack clothing and shelter, 
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three-fifths are without even an ele- 
mentary education, and four-fifths 
lack medical care. If the words “one 
world” roll from our tongues too 
glibly, let us remind ourselves that de- 
spite vaunted physical and scientific 
advances, our one world is still hungry, 
ill-clad, and untaught. This is doubly 
sobering when we realize that the 
Creator has provided abundant re- 
sources for all to live well. It is not 
His will that “one of the last of these” 
should perish. 

Now, it is later than we think. The 
time is short. Great areas of mankind 
are in one of those rare moods when 
they will follow him who offers a solu- 
tion for their ills, regardless of where 
he may lead. To remain content with 
our past deeds and to assure that for 
the next fifteen or twenty years we 
can go on doing pretty much the same 
as we are now, is to remain oblivious 
to great dangers, as well as to great 
urgency and possibility before us. 


It is heartening to see different mis- 
sion groups rethinking their strategy 
in the light of present needs, and to 
see certain boards planning to join 
hands in Christian tasks which can 
best be performed by working in co- 
operation—I.W.M. (Agricultural Mis- 
sions Notes.)

Good news for the incurable! “Good 
news,” and one went and told his lord, 
saying, “Thus and thus saith the 
maid”; like the little fellow who said, 
“What I knows, I knows as well as a 
grown up.” Another one said, “One 
thing I know, that, whereas I was 
blind, now I see.” Thus and thus 
said the little maid, “Would God my 
lord were with the prophet that is in 
Samaria! for he would recover him of 
his leprosy.” And one went and told 
his lord. 

At once Naaman was on his way to 
find the prophet, God’s holy man; but, 
like others, he first sought men of his 
own rank, as helpless as _ himself. 
Captain of Syria and king of Israel 
converse together on the statement of 
a little maid. “We have no such proph- 
et,” said the king of Israel to Naaman. 
“You come in vain, go back, die in 
your leprosy. Your money perish with 
you. No cure, no cure.” But the proph- 
et whom the maid named heard of it. 
Elisha, God’s man, heard of it all; 
heard that the leper had come to the 
land of Israel seeking, but finding no 
cure. And Elisha said, “King of Israel, 
man of high rank but of little God, do 
not send Naaman back a leper. Send 
him down here to me.” So Naaman 
came with his horses and his chariot 
to Elisha. “Here I am, I want to be 
healed of my leprosy, please.” 

“Do you really want to be healed?” 
“I do.” “Well Naaman, if you really 
mean it, you really want to be healed, 
I’ll tell you how. The cure is simple, 


; old-fashioned, humble. It’s going to be 


a miracle. Only obey; only believe. 
Wash in Jordan seven times and you 
will be whole.” But here Naaman’s 
leprosy caught on fire. “No, not me, 
not me! No indeed, I am a captain. I 
should say not! Don’t you ever think, 
Elisha, that I will wash in your dirty 
river. Are not Abana and Pharpar, our 
rivers, better than all the waters of 
Israel?” “Well, Naaman, God. has no 
other cure. You see, after all, there is 


this lesson in the whole thing: the 
river of Jordan reveals divine things. 
See up there where it starts? It’s like 
John 3:16. Naaman, if you would only 
follow up the river you would find 
God. Right here, Naaman, is about 
the middle of the river. It reveals 
Christ, God’s Son: by His stripes we 
are healed. If you go on in the river, 
it will lead you to the Spirit. 
Oh yes, Naaman, He came to His own 
but His own received Him not; but 
as many as_ received Him, they 
became His own. Do you want your 
leprosy or do you want to be healed?” 
“I want to be healed, and if it’s as 
you say, Elisha, if there is no other 
name or river given under heaven but 
this river Jordan, this man Christ, I 
will try it.” “Try it, Naaman, but be 
sure it’s seven times.” “Sure,” said 
Naaman’s servant, “it’s simple; we 
will look on our captain lead the way.” 

So once into the river then again. 
And now all the fire and itch of 
Adam’s leprosy, sin and Satan, hell 
and all the snake pits have set them- 
selves in fight against Naaman. “Look, 
Naaman.” said Split-hoof, “what will 
So-and-So say now about you, captain 
of high rank?” “Yes, but if I don’t 
find a cure for this leprosy what good 
is my rank or society?” 

We are all lepers. Go down again, 
and again Naaman, till seven times.

“Therefore whosoever heareth these 
sayings of mine, and doeth them, I 
will liken him unto a wise man, which 
built his house upon a rock,” Matt. 
7:24. 

“And every one that heareth these 
sayings of mine, and doeth them not, 
shall be likened unto a foolish man, 
which built his house upon the sand,” 
Matt. 7:26. 


Here we have two men; one wise, 
and one foolish. They were going to 
build a house. The wise man wanted 
one that would stand, one that would 
not fall regardless of the storms or 
heavy winds. He went and looked over 
the land and found a solid spot. It was

He must straighten up his crooked life, 
many times having to ask people to 
forgive him. It will seem hard, like

Previous to the setting of our text, 
Christ had been lecturing to a great 
multitude of people concerning spirit- 

ualthings.The 
day before, 
He had fed 
the five thou- 
sand and had 
walked upon 
the sea. He 
had entered 
into the ship 
of the dis- 
ciples,after 
which He 
* and the dis- 

—_ a ciples went 
over the sea toward Capernaum. 

Now the multitude that had been 
miraculously fed went out in search 
of Him and when they found Him, on 
the other side of the sea, they said 
unto Him, “Rabbi, whence camest 
thou hither?” Jesus answered and 
said, “Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
Ye seek me, not because ye saw the 
miracles but because ye did eat of 
the loaves and were filled.” 

Christ proceeded to exhort the peo- 
ple that they “should not labour for 
the meat which perisheth, but for 
that meat which endureth unto ever- 
lasting life.” He told them that He 
was the bread of life come down from 
heaven, and that He would give life 
to the world. He spake of their 
fathers who had eaten manna in the 
wilderness and were dead. But, He 
was that true bread and whosoever 
would eat of His flesh and drink His 
blood would never die. This vast 
crowd was so carnal-minded that it 
could not comprehend _ spiritual 
truths. They accepted His teachings 
literally. Therefore, it was but natural 
that literal flesh and blood would be 
repulsive. Spiritual things are spirit- 
ually discerned. The carnal mind will 
never be able to grasp spiritual 
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truths. Since the multitude did not 
understand Christ, they said His say- 
ings were hard. The Scriptures tell 
us, “from that time many of his dis- 
ciples went back, and walked no more 
with him.” 

Here we find disciples going back, 
going back because they were not 
willing to forsake all to follow Jesus. 
The sayings of Christ were too hard 
and these disciples were not willing 
to follow a man who had said, “The 
foxes have holes, and the birds of the 
air have nests; but the Son of man 
hath not where to lay his head.” 

These disciples went back. To what 
did they go? Some went back to their 
families and homes. They loved the 
comforts and luxuries of home more 
than the life that demanded the fore- 
saking of all to follow Him, whom to 
know is life eternal. Some went back 
to their vocations, one to his farm, 
another to his merchandise. The love 
of this world had overcome them. 
Some went back to their people and 
their gods. They sought an easy way. 
They thought that they could have 
heaven and this world combined. 

After the multitude went back to 
walk no more with Him, Christ turned 
to the disciples and inquired if they 
too were going back? In other words, 
if you are contemplating going back, 
now is the time. Peter looks into the 


face of the Lord and with much 
emotion replies, “Lord, to whom shall 
we go? thou hast the words of eternal 
life.” Shall we return to sin? No, 
we surely would lose our souls. Shall 
we leave the fountains of living 
waters for broken cisterns? No, we 
surely would die of thirst. Shall we 
go to the heathen philosophers and 
become their disciples? No, in their 
search for the wisdom of this world 
they have become fools. Shall we go 
to the scribes and Pharisees and sit 
at their feet? No, they have made 
the commandments and laws of God 
vain through their traditions. Lord, 
Thou hast the words of eternal life! 

Yes, today, the question is the same, 
“To whom shall we go?” Joshua said, 
“And if it seem evil unto you to serve 
the Lord, choose this day whom ye 
shall serve; whether the gods which 
your fathers served that were on the 
other side of the flood, or the gods 
of the Amorites, in whose land ye 
dwell: but as for me and my house, 
we will serve the Lord.” 

My testimony is that of Joshua. I 
haven’t seen any thing in this world 
to compare with the fellowship and 
companionship of the Man of Gali- 
lee. I am holding to the old time re- 
ligion that brings joy unspeakable and 
full of glory and a peace that passeth 
all understanding—Keystone Rays. 








Don’t Go to Bed

“For the bed is shorter than that a 
man can stretch himself on it: and 
the covering narrower than that he 
can wrap himself in it,” Isa. 28:20. 

This is a description of a very un- 
pleasant situation, and yet many to- 
day are thus situated. Many have gone 
to bed cramped and half covered. They 
are dreaming nerve-racking dreams, 
while they see nearly everybody else 
slipping. They are sleep-talkers; even 
giving out a flow of empty words. They 
boast about what they have done and 
complain about not being appreciated. 
They ‘seem to think they are up be- 
cause they can still testify in a weak, 


apologetic manner. 

The Jews boasted that they had 
made a covenant with death, and with 
hell they had made an agreement, so 
that when the overflowing scourge 
should pass through it would not come 
to them. They had lies for their refuge, 
but God said, “And your covenant 
with death shall be disannulled, and 
your agreement with hell shall not 
stand,” Isa. 28:18. Their bed was too 
short, and their covering too narrow. 
They couldn’t hide from judgment. 
They were trying to be bold, but such 
courage can’t last long.

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Text: 1 Peter 1:18-20. 


“Redemption” means “to tuy back; 
pay a ransom for; set free.” 


Introduction: The great theme of 
the Bible is the redemption of the 
human race—body, soul, and spirit— 
the material creation, and the earth 
itself. The Bible teaches that God’s 
great plan and purpose in the ages 
calls for this. Eph. 3:11. Much prom- 
inence is given to the doctrine of re- 
demption in both Testaments. 


THE REDEMPTION OF THE SOUL 


The reason men 
need to be redeemed, 
they are kidnapped 
victims of the devil, 
and are sinners by 
nature and practice. 
This is proven in 
both Testaments in 
so many passages of 
scripture. Gen. 3:6. 
Adam fell (Gen. 5:6) 
and begat a son in 
his (Adam’s) own 
likeness, after his 
image. Therefore, the 
son was a fallen 
child, for like begets 
like. 

Job 14:4. Not one 
can bring a clean out 
of an unclean. Psa. 
51:5. David said he 
was shapen in iniqui- 
ty, and conceived in 
sin. He simply meant 
that he was born with a fallen nature. 
Hear him again. Psa. 58:3, “The 
wicked are estranged from the womb, 
they go astray as soon as they are 
born, speaking lies.” Jer. 17:9. The 
unregenerated human “heart .is de- 
ceitful above all things, and desper- 
ately wicked; who can know it?” Gen. 
6:5, “Every imagination of the 
thoughts of his heart is evil con- 
tinually:” Mark 7:21-23. Out of the 
heark.of men proceed all manner of 
wickedness. These verses give Christ’s 
analysis of the human heart before 
it is changed. Rom. 3:23. We have 
all sinned and come short of the glory 
of God. Rom. 5:19. One man’s dis- 
obedience made many men sinners. 
When Adam sinned in the garden of 
Eden, he sinned for the whole human 
race. Rom. 3:23 proves that no man 
can say he never did sin before he 
was saved from it. 1 John 1:8 proves 
that none can say they were not 
born in sin, as do the many other

passages quoted in this message. 
Rom. 7:18. How to perform that 
which is good the unregenerated man 
finds not. 1 Cor. 2:14. The natural 
man receiveth not the things of the 
Spirit of God; they are foolishness 
unto him and must be spiritually dis- 
cerned. Eph. 2:1. The sinner is dead 
in trespasses and sins. Eph. 4:18. His 
understanding is darkened; he is cut 
off from the life of God through 
ignorance, and blindness of his heart. 
Eph. 2:3. He is by nature a child of 
wrath. 2 Cor. 4:4. The god of this 
world (age) has him blindfolded to 
the things of God. Titus 1:15. To 
him nothing is pure, for his mind 
and conscience are defiled. 


It is true that Paul is describing a 
class of false teachers in the latter 
part of this chapter, but they are put 
in the same category with the open 
sinner. All of this is the result of 
the Edenic crisis and downfall of men 
in the morning time of human his- 
tory. Many well-trained, well-cul- 
tured, polite, kind, refined, and gen- 
ial sinners may deny that they are 
the kind of people these verses de- 
scribe, but this is what God, through 
sacred writers, said about the fallen 
race. This is the state of the fol- 
lowers of Satan, and this condition 
is such that God paid a tremendous 
price for the liberation of these kid- 
napped victims. 


Not only are the victims of sin in 
this state as described above, but 
they are slaves to their master 
(Satan). In the foregoing scriptures 
we have set forth the character of 
the heart of the unregenerated man. 
and in the verses to follow we shall 
set forth his bondage to his master 
(kidnapper). Rom. 6:16. If men obey 
Satan, they are his servants. Rom. 
7:14. They are carnal, sold under sin. 
Acts 8:23. If Simon the sorcerer was 
in the gall of bitterness and in the 
bond of iniquity, then why aren’t 
sinners today in the same condition? 
Simon did make a better effort than 
many today will make. He did ask 
the apostle Peter to pray for him, 
and this is more concern than many 
have today. Verse 24. But his petition

was selfish, like many today. He did 
not ask for prayer for salvation, so 
much as he did to keep the judgments 
of God off of him. Thousands in this 
day and age want God to bless them 
with health and prosperity, so that 
they may consume it upon their own 
lust and give God nothing in return. 
Acts 10:38. Many are oppressed of 
the devil. These victims are in the 
grip of Satan’s power. Certainly 
Satan has power. Acts 26:18. At one 
time (under God) he had the power 
of death. Read it, Heb. 2:14. Who is 
responsible for all the trouble and 
confusion and strife and bloodshed 
in the world today, if Satan has no 
power? 2 Tim. 2:26. The devil leads 
sinners around as he pleases, like an 
officer of the law can lead a hand- 
cuffed prisoner. Within themselves 
they have very little power of re- 
sistance to his evil approaches. Eph. 
2:2. Satan’s own spirit and nature 
now works in the sons of disobedience. 
St. John said men loved darkness 
rather than licht, because their deeds 
are evil. Col. 1:13 teaches that there 
is a kingdom of darkness. All sinners 
are in this kingdom. Matt. 12:26 con- 
firms that Satan has a kingdom of 
his own. 1 John 5:19. This whole 
world-system lieth in the lap of the 
evil one (R. V.). There are really two 
classes of children in this world 
(earth); (1) The children of God, 
Rom. 8:14; Gal. 3:26. (2) The chil- 
dren of the devil. John 8:44; 1 John 
3:10. Notwithstanding all that has 
been said concerning the state and 
conditions of the unsaved, they are 
nevertheless subjects of redemption. 
When we really understand the hor- 
rible state from which men are re- 
deemed, it magnifies the blood of 
Christ and the whole plan of redemp- 
tion. 


REDEMPTION IN THE OLD 
TESTAMENT 
Redemption in the Old Testament 
was by the blood of animals offered 
upon the Jewish altars to make atone- 
ment for sin. Lev. 16:5-11. The lamb 
in Egypt was to be a male without 
blemish. Exod. 12:5. It was to be 
kept up four days, and then be slain 
in the evening. V. 6. The blood had 
to be shed. Then the blood had to be 
applied. V. 7. When the blood was 
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applied it meant safety and protec- 
tion to the Israelites within their 
homes in the land of Egypt. VV. 12, 13. 
All of this beautifully typfies what 
Christ, in New Testament redemption, 
accomplished for us through thé 
shedding of His own blood. 


Now, a very important question 
concerning these Old Testament sac- 
rifices. Did they wholly and com- 
pletely put away the offerer’s sins 
forever? NO! The Bible teaches that 
they did not. Proof: Heb. 10:1-6. 
Verse 1 says that those sacrifices can 
never make the comers. thereunto 
perfect. If they had made the comers 
thereunto perfect, then they would 
have ceased to be offered. V. 2. In 
those sacrifices there was a remem- 
brance made of sins every year. V. 4 
is very definite in saying, “It is not 
possible that the blood of bulls and 
goats should take away sins.” In V. 
6, Jesus said that God had no 
pleasure in burnt offerings and sac- 
rifices. Also, V. 8, and V. 11, last 
clause. Those sacrifices can never 
take away sins. Gal. 2:16 says a man 
is not justified by the works of the 
law. 


The Old Testament sacrifices did 
not wholly and completely put away 
the offerer’s sins, but they did make 
an atonement for them. The word 
“atonement” occurs in the Old Testa- 
ment seventy-seven times, and one 
time in the New: Testament, Rom. 
5:11. The word means “to cover”; it 
could hardly mean at-one-ment, for 
if those sacrifices did not take away 
sins they could not have made at one 
God and the sinner. They merely 
covered them, and this God accepted 
in view of the sacrifice of Christ. That 
would put them away forever. Rom. 
3:25, 26. Here we have it. God set 
Christ forth in His blood on the cross 
to be a propitiation (mercy seat) for 
the remission of sins that are past 
(under the old covenant), through 
the forbearance of God. The Revised 
Version says, “To show his righteous- 
ness because of the passing over of 
the sins done aforetime in the for- 
bearance of God.” Heb. 9:15 very 
clearly proves that it took the death 
of Christ to redeem the transgressions 
(transgressors) under the first testa- 
ment. It is the sacrifice of Christ 
slain from the foundation of the 
world (earth) that is efficacious (Rev. 
13:8), foreseen by God but not nec- 
essarily by the offerer. 


It is evident that the legal sacri- 
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fices would never have been com- 
pleted if Christ had not shed His 
blood. This further proves that every 
person that has ever been saved, and 
every person that is saved now, and 
every person that will be saved in the 
future, is saved directly or indi- 
rectly upon the merits of Christ’s 
blood. The Old Testament saints 
lived and died on the other side of 
the cross, and looked forward to it. 
We live on this side and look back 
to it, and forward to His second com- 
ing. The Old Testament sacrifices 
covered the offerer’s sins, in the 
sense that they no longer appealed to 
the righteous judgment of God, di- 
vine justice being satisfied in view 
of the coming sacrifice of Christ. 
Heb. 9:7. The high priest offered 
blood every year for himself, and for 
the errors of the people. V. 10. These 
sacrifices were observed until the 
time of reformation, but did not give 
a perfect conscience. V. 9. Acts 17:30 
says that God at one time winked at 
ignorance, but now commands all 
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men everywhere to repent. Psa. 
78:38. God was full of compassion, 
forgave their iniquity, and destroyed 
them not. He turned His anger away, 
and did not stir up all His wrath. 
These verses prove that God was 
long-suffering with Israel in those 
days many times. At other times, 
God did send judgments to Israel and 
other nations, but these judgments 
were not full punishments for their 
sins. Inspiration still cries out, that 
on God’s part there is a passing over 
of sins done aforetime. 


NEW TESTAMENT REDEMPTION 


If sinners are in bondage of sin, 
and are slaves thereto, then whoever 
redeems these slaves must take their 
place. This is precisely what Jesus 
Christ did for us. Gal. 3:13. Christ 
hath redeemed us from the curse of 
the law, being made a curse for us. 
2 Cor. 8:9. Though Christ was. rich, 
yet for our sakes He became poor, 


that we through His poverty might be 
rich. Matt. 20:28. The Son of man 
came to minister, and give His life a 
ransom for many. His life and blood 
is the ransom price of our redemption. 
Isa. 53:6. He takes our iniquity. Matt. 
27:26. Criminal Barabbas was the 
first man to have Jesus take his pen- 
alty and place, die in his stead, and 
let him go free. Here we have the 
doctrine of substitution beautifully 
brought out. Barabbas’ death pen- 
alty fell on Christ. The penalty for 
sin was death, physically and spirit- 
ually. Therefore the substitute had 
to die to take the penalty. In this 
age of grace, every man may have 
Jesus take his penalty and guilt, and 
eo free himself. God is no slave mas- 
ter or slave owner. The redeemed are 
free, not to do as they please, but 
free from sin and condemnation. 
John 8:1. There is now no condem- 
nation to them which are in Christ 
Jesus. Isn’t this a_ glorious exper- 
ience? If we have redemption free- 
dom in Christ, then we are no longer 
in bondage to our former master 
(Satan). We used to be slaves but 
now we are sons. We have been taken 
out of the devil’s slave pen, and now 
we are free. In Gal. 5:13, Paul said 
we have been called unto liberty. Re- 
demption freedom is from the curse 
of the law, Gal. 3:13; from the law 
itself, Gal. 5:5; from slavery unto 
sonship, Rom. 8:15. The Spirit Him- 
self beareth witness to our sonship. 
Rom. 8:16; Gal. 4:6, 7. 


REDEMPTION IS BY BLOOD 
AND BY POWER 

1 Peter 1:18, 19; Eph. 1:7; Col. 1:14; 
Rev. 1:5. Redemption by Christ’s 
blood is certainly set forth in these 
verses. After the blood was appliec 
to the doorposts in Egypt, an 
the Israelites were protected fron) 
judgment, God exhibited power to 
bring them out of the land of Ecypt. 
Exod. 12:12, 13, and the great judg- 
ments in this verse. Exod. 6:6. Note 
the stretched-out arm. Exod. 13:14, 
“By strength of hand the Lord 
brought us out from Egypt.” Deut. 7:8. 
The Lord brought you out with a 
mighty hand, and redeemed you out 
of the house of bondmen. Neh. 1:10. 
“Whom thou hast redeemed by thy 
great power.” Psa. 77:15, “Thou hast 
with thine army redeemed thy peo- 
ple.” These verses prove that there is 
power in redemption as well as blood. 
Listen, Psa. 51:7, “Purge me with 
hyssop, and I shall be clean; wash me,

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“THEN SEVEN YEARS AFTER, | 
RETURNED TO BERMUDA”

On the 25th of November, 1939, my 
wife and I left New York City for the 
- beautiful Island of Bermuda. Inas- 
much as the Church of God had no 
mission work in this island, it was en- 
tirely pioneer work for us. Many 
years ago, Brother J. H. Ingram visited 
Bermuda—and, about twenty years, 
Brother Absolam Bean prayed for the 
Church of God Mission Board to send 
workers to Bermuda to organize and 
carry on our mission work there. Up- 
on our arrival in this island, Brother 
Brown, one of Brother Ingram’s con- 
verts, brought me a Church of God 
sign and said, “Brother Hughes, 
Brother Ingram told me to keep this 
sign and that some day it would be 
used in this island.” 

The Lord helped us to get a build- 
ing in which to start our services and 
began blessing from the very first. 
Large numbers attended our meetings 
every night. We had people getting 
saved in almost every meeting. They 
began coming from every church, re- 
ceiving the baptism of the Holy Ghost, 
being baptized in water, and joining 
the Church. Of course, this made the 
devil mad. 

After about seven months, because 
of war restrictions and immigration 
regulations, it became necessary for 
my wife and me to leave Bermuda. 
However, God had helped us to estab- 
lish the work of the Church and train 
our workers so that they were quali- 
fied to carry on the Church of God 
mission work until it was possible for 
someone else to be sent there as over- 
seer. So, in the latter part of 1945, the 
Mission Board obtained permission 
and appointed Rev. S. A. Robertson, of 
Jamaica, as assistant overseer of Ber- 
muda. When Elder Robertson arrived 
in Bermuda, he found our faithful 
members in the Parrish of Warwick 
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carrying on the work of the Church as 
per our instructions in 1939. God has 
wonderfully blessed Elder Robertson 
since he has been in Bermuda. We 
now have more than three times as 
many members in this island as when 
we left there in 1939. Instead of one 
mission, we now have three. Each Mis- 
sion has large attendance and many 
people are getting to God in their 
weekly services. 

It was not our desire to leave Ber-

muda at the time we did, and we had 
been praying ever since we left for 
permission to return. Also, the people 
of Bermuda had been fasting and 
praying for the dear Lord to make a 
way for my wife and me to be in serv- 
ices with them again. The devil and 
some people had been continually 
telling our Church members that we 
would never return to Bermuda. But, 
on the 25th day of October, 1946, seven 
years after our first visit to Bermuda, 
we landed again and found our pre- 
cious people happy in the Lord and 
still loving the Church of God. For 
almost three weeks we were in service 
every night, with our altars filled with 
hungry seekers. We are now looking 
forward to a glorious convention in the 
month of April, 1947. We trust that it 
will be possible for many of you who 
read this report to visit Bermuda at 
the time of this island assembly.—

cated family of nations. So long as the 
ignorance of people permits dema- 
gogues and dictators to become their 
leaders on platforms of race superior- 
ity and class hatred, we will have wars. 
We must face the ugly fact that po- 
litical demagogues can still rise to 
power on platforms of race supremacy 
in some states of our own nation. I ad- 
mit with shame that such a thing has 
recently happened in my own native 
state. 

Through education and enlighten- 
ment we must alleviate the pressure 
and tensions of race prejudice. There 
can be no peace until men recognize 
other men as their equals regardless of 
race, creed, or color. We must be able 
to sit down at the conference table and 
see the man on the opposite side as 
our equal. We must recognize with the 
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great apostle that God “has made of 
one blood all peoples to dwell upon the 
face of the earth.” 

World famine and malnutrition are 
a menace to peace. If we are to live at 
peace, the earth’s resources must be 
pooled to feed its hungry people. Mod- 
ern science and education make this 
possible. We can have freedom from 
want, and we must have it. There can 
be no peace in a world that sends one- 
third of its population to bed every 
night of their lives without enough to 
eat. There must be some sort of eco- 
nomic justice; for there can be no 
peace until men can take home from 
week to week a fair share of their eco- 
nomic productivity. To achieve this is 
the responsibility of science and edu- 
cation. 

It is true that we all have certain 
misgivings about the power of man to 
establish a lasting peace for himself. 
We believe in the coming of a Christ 
who will give toa war-weary world 
lasting peace. But we also believe man 
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should do all within his power to save 
humanity of this recklessness and 
slaughter we call war. Whatever he 
may do to realize this will be done 
only by promoting educational and 
spiritual development. Here, and here 
alone, lies man’s hope for a more se- 
cure and peaceful world. 

World security depends on you and 
me. We must go forth as torch-bearers 
of truth. We as preachers and educa- 
tors must blaze the trail of truth and 
right, education and enlightenment, 
understanding and tolerance, if ever 
civilization is to live.

Some try to cover with excuses. They 
complain about noe one encouraging 
them, and no one appreciating them; 
then they start on a campaign of de- 
nouncing the Church and everybody 
whom they have met. They say they 
are victims of cruel Church tyrants; 
all their many sacrifices and helpful 
deeds are counted as nothing. They 
are always boosting themselves and 
criticizing others. They set forth the 
accusation that the local church 
where they have been a member is 
unfit for decent people to attend. The 
trouble is, they are asleep and are 
dreaming weird dreams. Excuses are 
too narrow to bring comfort. 

Others have become at ease, have 
relaxed, are unconcerned about 
others, have gone to bed. When people 
cease to pray, quit reading their Bibles, 
and get careless about going to 
church, they have gone to bed. God 
has said to stand and walk and run 
the race. The church is not a dormi- 
tory. “Ye are all the children of light, 
and the children of the day: we are 
not of the night, nor of darkness. 
Therefore let us not sleep, as do 
others; but let us watch and be sober. 
For they that sleep in the night, 
1 Thess. 5:5, 6. “Woe to them that are 
at ease in Zion,” Amos 6:1. People who 
have known the Lord, and become 
separated from Him are ill at ease. 
They are down and can’t~ stretch 
themselves. Sin contracts, crooks, and 
warps people’s lives. It causes woe 
and misery. Righteousness enlarges 
hearts and exalts anyone who pos- 
sesses it. It increases strength, en- 
nobles the person, and elevates men 
to the highest level while sin de- 
grades the person, robs him of 
strength and sinks him to the lowest 
level. People’s sins are bad bedfel- 
lows. People who profess holiness 
ought to be on the job working with 
boundless zeal and untiring diligence. 

Jesus said, “Take heed that no man 
deceive you.” We are in the midst of 
deceivers, and many are being de- 
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ceived. People who have boosted the 
Church of God to the highest have be- 
come backslidden and say there is 
nothing to it—that other organiza- 
tions are as good as it. When people 
turn from the truth, they give a wide 
welcome to delusions in their lives. I 
believe that some people who have 
their names on our church rolls are 
backslidden and don’t know it. They 
think they have the victory because 
they sing in the choir and testify. 
They do things contrary to the teach- 
ings and rulings of the Church under- 
cover, and put on a bold front at 
church to deceive the people. If they 
shout, it doesn’t inspire others to 
shout. It is a joyless sound rather than 
a joyful sound. Many are lying on Sa- 
tan’s bed, cramped, miserable and 
wretched, half-covered with deception. 
As Paul expressed it, they are deceiv- 
ing and being deceived. You better put 
on the whole armor of God so you can 
stand in this evil day. 

Jesus is coming after the ones who 
are standing—not the ones who have 
gone to bed. He said to keep your 
lamps burning and your loins girt 
about with truth, ready to join the 
heavenly parade when the sainted 
dead leave their beds of clay and 
mount up with a shout to meet Him 
in the air. Not everyone that saith, 
“Lord, Lord,” will join that parade, 
but the ones who have their garments 
spotless. Those who are up will go up 
when Jesus comes—up with their lov- 
ing God and all that is of God. If you 
love God, your family knows it, your 
neighbor knows it, your grocer knows 
it, the man who works with you 
knows it, and people have confidence 
in you. 

Are you up with your praying and 
thanksgiving? Saying prayers is not 
enough — pray ‘til your prayers go 
through. Do you constantly complain 
and fret? When we render all the 
thanks we can in time, then keep it 
up throughout eternity; that will be 
small compared with what God has 
done and is doing for us. Do you thank 
Him for good health, for food, for 
raiment, for the air you breathe, and 
the refreshing water you drink? Do 
you thank Him for full and free salva- 
tion, for friends, and for the hope of 
heaven? 

Are you up in your home devotion? 
Do you pray and read the Bible daily 
in your home? If you are not doing 
these things, let me urge you to begin 
at once. Rise up and get dressed, and 
be ready to go up, for our salvation 
is nearer than when we first believed.
